ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 9.— 
(Routers) — An airplane, be¬ 
lieved to be Italian, flew over 
Addis Ababa at a high altitude 
at noon today. 

ROME, Nov. 9. (A*) -Capture of 
an Ethiopian detachment by Ital¬ 
ian troops after an engagement 
between the holy city of Aksum | 
and the Takazze river was report¬ 
ed today in an official com- j 
munique. 

The official statement, which 
also confirmed the Italian taking 
of Gorrahei, which "opens the 
road to Harar,” made public in¬ 
formation telegraphed by Gen. 
Emilio de Bono, commander in 1 
chief of the Italian armies in East. 
Africa. 

“On the front of the second 
army corps,” the communique 
quoted General de Bono, “a rec- 
onnalsance detachment fought 
an Ethiopian force between Ak¬ 
sum and the Takazee river and 
forced it to surrender. 

Acts of Submission 
“The chieftain Gabre Medin 
presented himself to the military 
authority in Selaclaoa and placed 
his armed followers at the dis¬ 
posal of the commander of our 
column. 

“Leading chiefs and the clergy 
of the A diet district have made 
acts of submission." 

In the pastern lowlands the 
column of Danakil tribesmen con¬ 
tinued its advance, reaching Da- 
male. 

ETHIOPIANS MASSING 
IN MOUNTAINS 

ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 9 IVPi- 
Ethlopian officials conceded today 
the loss of Makale, on the north¬ 
ern front, but asserted the Italian 
armies' most difficult task was 
still ahead, with Ethiopians mass¬ 
ing in mountain positions 15 
miles south of Makale. 

The mountains there tower 
11,000 and 12,000 feet, presenting 
formidable barriers to artillery, 
tanks and even airplanes. 

Critical battles were expected In 
this area, described by military 
to the extreme west of the north¬ 
ern front with the intention of in- 
experts as the key sector in the 
conflict. 

At the same time that the 
Italians advanced on Makale, 
Ethiopians were reported to have 
attempted enveloping operations

Japanese March Into 
City With Bayonets 
After Killing 

CHINESE IS BLAMED 

Residents Panicky As 
Soldiers Hunt For 
Murder Suspect 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 10 (Sunday) 
UP I—An entire battalion of battle- 
equipped Japanese marines with 
fixed bayonets marched Into the 
Hongkew area of Shanghai early 
today following the assassination 
of a Japanese marine, allegedly 
by a Chinese gunman. 

The marine, Hldeo Nakayama, 
23, was shot through the back of 
the neck, the bullet penetrating j 
his skull. He lived only a short! 
time afterward. 

Chinese Panicky 
The Chinese of the area were 
panicstricken afl the armed Japa¬ 
nese forces marched through their 
streets. 

Some half dozen suspects were ' 
reported arrested. 

The Japanese embassy said rep¬ 
resentatives of the embii and 
a Japanese naval landing party 
| would call on the Chinese munici¬ 
pal government at once, demand¬ 
ing the immediate apprehension of 
the killer. Otherwise, the em¬ 
bassy stated, the Japanese would 
| be forced to take drastic action. 

City in Excitement 
The Hongkew district was 
thrown into wild excitement as 
the word of the shooting spread 
; through the city. 

The Japanese embassy asserted 
| the shooting was unprovoked and 
was caused by purely political mo¬ 
tives. Comrades of the wounded 
man started a search of houses 
suspected of sheltering the 
gunman.

Jerome Sees Hopes For 
Water Project; Tells 
Necessary Steps 

A legal opinion has been ren¬ 
dered by bond attorneys which 
changes the picture for Orange 
county’s water program; but the 
new obstacle is not necessarily in¬ 
surmountable. As a result of the 
legal opinion, there are two steps 
which Orange county must take 
first if it is to carry out a water 
program; it must seek to extend 
the deadline for which a $6,574,000 
federal grant Is available, and it 
must negotiate with Riverside 
county for the right to build a 
dam which will flood Riverside 
county lands. 

And if the people of the county 
really want a water program 
badly enough, they can find some 
means of realizing their goal.

ACAPULCO, Mexico, Nov. 9. 
(Ah-(Via Pan-American Airways 
radio.)—The heavily loaded Chi¬ 
na Clipper, her four 800-horse- 
power motors at full throttle, 
roared up off this city’s mountain- 
guarded harbor at 6:25 a. m., C.

County Can Call New 
Election But Flood 
District Cannot 

ALTERNATIVE OFFERED 

Riverside Must Grant 
Permission If Upper 
Prado Dam Built 

Water, blocked from flowing In 
one course, must take another. 

That, in simple terms, is the im* 
port of a legal opinion by O’Mel- 
veny, Tuller and Meyers, Los An* 
geles bond experts, in regard to 
the proposed bond election for Or¬ 
ange county’s flood control and 
water conservation project, pre¬ 
sented to the board of supervisors 
yesterday afternoon. It signified 
that a bond election called by the 
county would be legal, but that the 
flood control program would be 
almost impossible to carry out. 

Cite* Alternative 
In the first place the flood con* 
trol district, which called the Oct. 

4 election, cannot call another 
within six months, the opinion 
showed. As an alternative the su¬ 
pervisors could call a county elee* 
tion instead of a flood control dis¬ 
trict election. But If this is dona 
and a dam is contemplated at the 
upper Prado site on the Santa 
Ana river, the consent of River-; 
side county must be obtained first; 
because the reservoir would flood 
lands In that county. 

Another alternative would be 
construction of works entirely 
within Orange county, or at the 
lower site. This program was de¬ 
feated decisively by the voters ia 
1929 and undoubtedly would meet 
with the opposition of two of the 
largest land owners in the county, 
the Irvine ranch and the Bryant 
ranch. 

Oppose Lower Dam 
Both James Irvine and Susanna 
Bixby Bryant, whose holdings are 
in the Santa Ana canyon, have 
opposed a dam at this site. Con¬ 
struction at the lower site would 
necessitate a change in plans and 
cause delays that might lose the 
county’s $6,574,000 federal grant. 

Members of the board of super¬ 
visors, and others who have 
worked on the flood control proj¬ 
ect, are doubtful that Riverside 
county will ever consent to Orange 
county constructing the Prado 
dam on the upper site. The flood 
control district, under the act by; 
which it was created, was not re-j 
quired to obtain this permission.)

Modify Penalties 

British sources said new meas¬ 
ures were made necessary by mod¬ 
ifications. agreed to at Geneva in 
the last few days, in economic 
sanctions effective Nov. 18 boy¬ 
cotting Italy and putting an em¬ 
bargo on shipment of some key 
products to Italy. 

The new orders were expected 
generally to: 

1. Exempt from the boycott 
on purchases from Italy goods 
fully paid for before Oct. 19. 

2. Exempt from the boycott 
printed matter such as hooks, 
maps, music and newspapers. 

8. Give authority for estab¬ 
lishment of a clearing house to 
collect debts due British dealers 
from Italy. 

Newfoundland Agrees 

Reports from Rome that anti- 
foreign demonstrations there would 
cease were received with satisfac¬ 
tion by some British circles as 
helping at least to Improve pros¬ 
pects for further negotiations to 
ease Anglo-Italian tension in the 
Mediterranean. 

Great Britain informed the 
League of Nations today that 
Newfoundland was applying the 
arms embargo and financial sanc¬ 
tions against Italy.

Since the up¬ 
per Prado clam on the Santa Ana[ 
river would flood Riverside coun-1 
ty lands, the county would have to | 
secure permission for construction 
of such a dam, from Riverside j 
county. This permission was not 
necessary in the case of the flood | 
control district election. Also, be¬ 
cause of unavoidable delay under 
this setup, it would be necessary 
to prolong the term for which the 
federal grant will be available to 
the county, said the opinion. 

Past Favors Recalled 
In connection with the Riverside 
county angle of the picture, it was 
recalled today that Orange county 
in the past had cooperated with 
the upper counties in making pos¬ 
sible the water spreading opera¬ 
tions which they are carrying on 
on the debris cone of the Santa 
Ana river at Mentone. Orange 
county contributed $20,000 to the 
cost of constructing the Mentone 
diversion wfer. This is the funda¬ 
mental factor in upper county 
water spreading and makes pos¬ 
sible the sinking of flood water 
in the underground basin. In view 
if this cooperation by Orange 
county, it is felt that it can logi¬ 
cally negotiate with Riverside 
county on the present question. 

Mr. Jerome prefaced his re¬ 
marks by saying he had not con¬ 
sulted with other members of the 
board of supervisors since the 
opinion was filed late yesterday. 

Predict* New Setup 
"Nor have I had information on 
results of a conference of our en¬ 
gineers on the new plan that has 
been proposed,” said Mr. Jerome. 
"But it looks on the face of it as 
though an entirely new setup will 
be necessary to accomplish the re¬ 
sults desired. 

“If Orange county instead, of 
the flood control district has to 
complete the new program, then it 
appears that it also would be 
necessary for an entirely new ap¬ 
plication to be made for the fed¬ 
eral allocation, which was granted 
to the flood control district and 
not to the county of Orange. 
Therefore I am not prepared to 
predict what the final outcome of 
the project will be.” 

"Lower Dam Out” 

The opinion of the attorneys 
says that one alternative might 
be construction of a dam entirely 
within Orange county. 

“I believe the lower dam mat¬ 
ter appeared to be definitely set¬ 
tled by the people at a former 
election, when they refused to ap- 
I prove the plan by even a majority 
vote,” said Mr. Jerome. 

"The question of negotiations 
with Riverside county presents 
difficulties that may or may not 
be insurmountable. The question 
of the possible necessity of a real- 
location of federal funds from the 
flood control district to the coun¬ 
ty, and the question of the time 
necessary for proper negotiations 
with Riverside county would make 
it appear almost impossible to 
1 complete these changes within the 
time limit set under the present 
allocation (Dec. 20).

Although Japan is strengthen¬ 
ing her communications through 
Manchukuo with railroad branch 
lines from the Chinese Eastern 
railway to the Trans-Siberian 
line, and is increasing her military 
strength and gradually occupying 
outer and inner Mongolia, her first 
problem is with China, the speak¬ 
er declared. 

F.xpanding Interests 
"Doubtless she is expanding her 
interests In North China.” Dr. 
Buss said. “Recently she demand¬ 
ed a new mayor in Peking, sub¬ 
stituted Japanese police for the 
Chinese whom she said were in¬ 
efficient. and sent her minister of 
war to review Japanese maneuvers 
in North China cities '' 

China’s resistance at present is 
to bend along with Japan until 
she can gradually gain her own 
ends as well, the speaker said, al¬ 
though the policy is not a unani¬ 
mous method for the Chinese. 

Russia Also Busy 
At the same time Japan is con¬ 
cerned with its expansion into 
China, Russia is busy consolidat¬ 
ing its internal political and eco¬ 
nomic machine. 

If Russia and Japan should 
come to blows. China would have 
a grand opportunity for a diplo¬ 
matic move that would win her 
concessions from whichever na¬ 
tion she felt would help her most, 
the speaker added. 

No matter how alignments form 
in Europe, Dr. Buss said, if world 
conflagration starts, Russia and 
Japan are potential contenders in 
the Orient. The Far East con¬ 
troversy is only an extension of 
the "balance of power" principle, 
which has dictated European com¬ 
binations. 

Not Eager for War 

Japan is not so eager to pre¬ 
cipitate a war with Russia as she 
was three years ago, the speaker 
said. Russia's second five-year 
plan is prospering too well and 
Japan hasn't found the adminis¬ 
tration of Manchukuo too easy. 

Unless both nations have "chips 
on their shoulders," war will not 
he immediate, Dr. Buss con¬ 
cluded.

Franchot Tone, ever since he 
left the Broadway stage for mo¬ 
tion pictures a few years ago, 
had often yearned for the warmth 
of audience contact such as play¬ 
ers of the stage receive. 

That yearning was satisfied 
when a hundred players and stage 
hands broke into tumulous ap¬ 
plause following one of Tona’s 
scenes in "Mutiny on the Bounty," 
scheduled to open at the West 
Coast theater Nov. 28. 

Tone was on trial for mutiny 
before a naval court martial of 
150 years ago. Before the pass¬ 
ing of sentence, he was asked if 
he had a final word to say.

At the risk of his life, B E 
i Jerome, cousin of Don Jerome of 
Santa Ana. has discovered and 
| explored a new cave in the vicinity 
of Carlsbad caverns in New Mex¬ 
ico, believed to be deeper than 
the famous Carlsbad caverns 
themselves. News of the discovery 
came to light here today with the 
display by the Auto Club of Or¬ 
ange county of stalactites and 
stalagmites taken from the newly 
discovered cave. 

B. R. Jerome and a companion 
were lowered 500 feet into the 
shaft, on the end of a rope. At 
that point they broke off rocks 
from the sides of the cave, drop- 
peel them and listened They could 
not hear the rocks hit bottom. 

Samples Sent Here 

Samples of the strange forma¬ 
tions from the wails of the cave 
arc on display in the window of 
the Auto club at 710 North Main 
street, along with pictures of the 
Carlsbad caverns. The display is 
in charge of Mrs. Ethel Peterson, 
who also is in charge of road in¬ 
formation for the club. 

The new cave is located on a 
claim belonging to Supervisor W. 
C. Jerome and Mrs. Jerome of this 
city. Their son, Don Jerome, 
exalted ruler of the Elks lodge 
here, told today how the new cave 
was discovered by B E. Jerome 
and his father, Ben Jerome, Jim 
White, discoverer of the govern¬ 
ment cave nearby, and others. 

The party was out walking one 
Sunday afternoon several weeks 
ago when they saw a hole which 
had not been noticed before. 1’hey 
dropped rocks into the shaft, hut 
could noi near them hit the 
bottom. 

B. E. Jerome and one of the 
other men decided to investigate. 
They rigged lip a big spool on 
which was wound 500 feet of rope, 
on the end of which they fastened 
a rope saddle. The two adven¬ 
tures climbed into the saddle and 
were lowered into the cavern as 
the rope unwound from the spool 
tended by their friends on the sur¬ 
face. 


BRADSHAW 

When Ihey had gone down 50 
' feet, the opening of the cave was 
just a point of light, and at a 
depth of 100 feet the explorers 
could see no light above them at 
all. Their flashlights played over 
j the sides of the cave, revealing 
! the weird formations of which 
samples were sent to Don Jerome. 
One of the larger pieces on dis- 
i play at the auto club was taken 
at a depth of 380 feet. 

Cave Broadened Out 

At the 500-foot level the cave 
broadened out. The explorers had 
come to the end of their rope 
and could descend no farther. 
Their flashlights could not pene- 
| trate the deep darkness below and 
I around them. They were unable 
to determine how deep or how 
large was the gloomy cavern in 
which they found themselves. 
Again they broke off rocks and 
dropped them, but no sound came 
back to them. 

Finally they were pulled to the 
surface again, bringing samples, 
some of which were sent here for 
display. These two men are the 
only ones known to have entered 
the new cave thus far. 

From Another Cave 

Some of the other samples 
shown by the auto club came from 
another cave on the Jerome claim. 
I This is reached by going down 
the stairs in the government cave 
to a depth of 100 or 125 feet. 
There a hole leads off to the 
north and drops into the south 
edge of the Jerome claim. This 
cavern is alive with bats In the 
daytime, ana from it comes the 
| guano used locally for fertilizer. 

This cave supplied some of the 
stalactities and stalagmites sent 
to Don Jerome for the local dis- 
1 Play. 

Among the Santa Ana travelers 
who have visited this cavern and 
the government cave in recent 
months are P. G. Beiscl, J. H. 
Neiman, Frank Hoffman of Tus- 
tin, Mr. and Mrs. William Garvin.

Orange county farmers will be 
stepping up pretty soon to get 
their potato quotas for 1936. 

Assistant Farm Advisor W. M. 
Cory today requested producers of 
Irish potatoes to notify him so 
they can be supplied with applica¬ 
tion blanks. A record of all grow¬ 
ers is desired, said Mr. Cory, so 
they may be supplied with their 
proper allotments for 1936. 

Potatoes were classed among the 
basic commodities at the last ses¬ 
sion of congress and thus are un¬ 
der the Agricultural Adjustment 
act. Production quotas will be 
handed out for 1936. 

Tentative quotas for each coun¬ 
ty will be based upon past produc¬ 
tion. 

The new program, said Mr. Cory, 
comes as a result of requests from 
potato growers themselves that 
they be brought under the AAA. 
The agricultural extension service, 
administered here by the farm ad¬ 
visor's office, has been delegated 
as the agency through which 
growers are to be informed as to 
provisions of the program, and to 
put it into operation.

One who has gone to school 
could not consistently say that it 
is impossible to comprehend the 
idea of a purely negative evil, a 
mere nothing, which yet needs to 
be positively and vigorously han¬ 
dled and overcome. Christian Sci¬ 
entists accept the definition of 
evil or devil as given by the Mas¬ 
ter, namely, that it,is "a liar, and 
the father of it,” and has “no 
truth” in it; in other words, a 
self-constituted lie, utterly devoid 
of truth. 

Jesus’ practice was consistent 
with his preaching as regards the 
nature of evil. The essential noth¬ 
ingness of evil need not be ac¬ 
cepted as a mere theory: it can be 
proved in many ways by those who 
are willing to adjust their daily 
thinking to this rule, as explained 
in the Christian Science textbook, 
"Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,” by Mary Baker 
Eddy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Nazi 
” Germany has just sold the 
United States government an im¬ 
portant consignment of steel. 

As a result, the New Deal may 
have more grief on its hands— 
this time from both organized la¬ 
bor and the steel barons, who for 
the first time in years have found 
an issue on which they stand 
united. 

The steel is for the construction 
of a PWA bridge at Morehead 
City, N. C. In accordance with 
the law, the Public Work adminis¬ 
tration asked for bids on this 
bridge and also on the Triborough 
bridge in New York. When the 
bids were opened, a German firm 
had bid lower than any American 
firm. 

American steel plants immedi¬ 
ately protested, charging unfair 
competition. They submitted data 
showing that the Nazis were sub¬ 
sidized by the Hitler government 
and that they shipped the steel 
to the United States as ballast. 

The PWA replied that under the 
law it was helpless. The law al¬ 
lows only a 15 per cent differen¬ 
tial between domestic and foreign 
bids, and the Nazi bid was 22 per 
cent under the lowest American 
offer. 

The steel companies countered 
that the treasury, in some cases 
had allowed a 25 per cent differ¬ 
ential. 

The PWA threw responsibility 
on Comptroller General McCarl. 

The steel barons and labor 
representatives then took the fight 
direct to the White House, where 
Secretary Marvin McIntyre prom¬ 
ised to “investigate.” That was 
the last heard from him. 

Three days later the Nazi firm 
was awarded the Morehead con¬ 
tract. The contract for the New 
York Triborough bridge was held 
up. Apparently the fear of reper¬ 
cussions fom New York’s Catholic 
and Jewish population is being 
considered. 

Meanwhile the angered steel 
companies and laborites are plan¬ 
ning to fight the issue publicly. 
When the Nazi steel reaches 
Morehead they propose taking 
photographs and distributing them 
throughout the country.

RADIO CENSORSHIP 
yyHILE neutrality congressmen 
” were storming at the Presi¬ 
dent in the closing days of the 
session, and telling him they 
would NOT give him the power 
to determine who was an aggres¬ 
sor, they did not realize that they 
left in his hands a tremendous 
power to guide war opinion. 

It is an obscure paragraph near 
the end of the communications 
act of 1934, entitled “War Emer¬ 
gency—Powers of President.” 

That paragraph, known as 
606(c), gives the President com- 


| plete control over the shaping of 
public opinion through radio. And 
! the United States need not be at 
I war for him to exercise that I 
power. 

In case of war, a threat of war, 
or “in order to preserve the neu¬ 
trality of the United States, the 
President may . . . cause the clos¬ 
ing of any station for radio com¬ 
munication and the removal there¬ 
from of its apparatus and equip¬ 
ment, or he may authorize the 1 
use or control of any such station ( 
... by any department of the 
government.”

CRIME PREVENTION 
THERE is a touch of irony in the 
fact that one of the measures 
throttled by the filibuster of the 
lately assassinated Huey Long 
would have established a bureau of 
crime prevention. 

As it is now, Attorney General | 
Homer Cummings must wait un¬ 
til congress convenes again be-1 
fore he can set up his new labo¬ 
ratory with his hand-picked pro¬ 
fessor, Special Assistant Attorney 
General Justin Miller, in charge. 

Miller may turn out to be a rival 
of J. Edgar Hoover. It will be 
his Job to prevent the crimes 
which Hoover’s "G-men” are en¬ 
gaged in detecting. 

Hoover was graduated from one j 
law school—George Washington 
university; but Miller has studied 
or taught in no less than six. They 
are: Stanford, Yale, Oregon, Min¬ 
nesota, Columbia and Duke. 

Miller is slender but not sleuth¬ 
like. He has the retiring manner 
of a scholar. He now occupies a 
modest office in the justice build- j 
ing, where he is waiting for con¬ 
gress and Cummings to say the 
word "Go” on crime prevention.

gEN. HUGH JOHNSON is con-

Williams 
tried to install C. W. Dunning, one 
of his NRA lieutenants, but the 
President named Hoyt, an old 
friend.
